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Introduction

Inpatient Rehabilitation Facility (IRF) Compare is a consumer-oriented website that provides
information on the quality of care facilities are providing to their patients. This information can
help consumers make informed decisions about health care. IRF Compare allows consumers to
select multiple facilities and directly compare performance measure information. The Centers for
Medicare & Medicaid Services (CMS) created the IRF Compare website to better inform health
care consumers about a facility’s quality of care. IRF Compare provides data on over 1,100 IRFs.
IRF Compare is part of an Administration-wide effort to increase the availability and
accessibility of information on quality, utilization and costs for effective, informed decision-
making.

IRF Compare information is typically updated, or refreshed, each quarter in March, June,
September, and December, however, the refresh schedule is subject to change and not all
measure data will be updated during each quarterly release. See the Measure Descriptions and
Reporting Cycles section of this Data Dictionary for additional information.
